French Are Now Directly in Front of Railroad Town of Combles.

LONDON, Aug, 24—Striking simultaneously, the British and 
French have made slight gains on the Somme front. Maurepas has 
fallen to the French, who have pushed forward more than two hund- 
red metres beyend that town on a front of a mile and a quarter, The 
British have made an advance of 300 yards south of Thiepval and 
captured many prisoners. 

The capture of Maurepas leaves Clery almost completely sur- 
rounded, and also brings the French directly in front of the important 
railroad town of Combles, Thiepval is in almost the same position as 
Clery, and the allied front now resembles the teeth of a great saw in 
in the salients the Germans are tenaciously holding the ruins of sev- 
eral villages. 

Press despatches from the Somme indicate that the French are 
preparing for an extension of their offensive for a distance of thirty 
miles south of the present battle line. “Phey are reported to have 
opened a tremendous cannonading from Estrees to Lassigny, and the 
bombardment is said to have reached an unprecedented intensity dur- 
ing the last two days.

The corvespondence discloses that 
the situation has not yet been satis- 
factorily adjusted. Some of the let- 
ters and notes teem with language so 
sharp as to intimate that the relations 
of the two countries at one time ap- 
proached the breaking point. As a 
result of the negotiations, Sweden re 
cently released 60,000 parcels to JRus- 
sia, under agreement with the British 
government to submit the matter to 
arbitration after the war. 


The British government demanded 
that traffic across Sweden to Russia 
be not interfered with again, but Swe- 
den declined ‘this proposition, sayluig 
it was not included in the original 
negotiations, whereupon the  Ktritish 
fovernment withdrew its offer to arhi- 
trate, The final offer of Sweden was 
that she would do nothing in retalla- 
tion for anything done by Great Brit- 
ain prior to July 24 of this year, which 
was coupled with the hope that this 
‘conciliatory" attitude would move 
Great Britain to cease’ interference 
with Swedish mails, thus saving Swe- 
den from ‘the necessity of resortiny 
to retaliation in the future.’ In this 
last note Sweden threatened to make 
the entire correspondence — public, 
should the occasion artse. 

Great Britain, in her last note, which 
was signed by Foreign Sccretary Grey, 
raid the British offer to arbitrate

Surprised At Swedish Attitude. 

Foreign Minister Grey wrote that 
he was surprised at the Swedish atti- 
tude, inasmuch as ships were visited 
and searched in accordance with well- 
known and well-established bellig 
erent rights, and that the first seizure 
showed one third of the parcels mall 
consisted of absolute contraband, The 
foreign minister added that, after due 
celiberation, he was convinced Swe- 
den would regard the British action us 
perfectly correct, while the detention 
ef the Russian mall by Sweden was 
“an indefensile procedure,” and that 
the mail must be reloeused, 

Receiving no reply, Foreign Minis- 
ter Grey wrote three weeks later 
threatening a similar embargo on oll 
Swedish maii. Sweden replied to this 
hote, denying that the rules of recog- 
nized blockade were applicable to the 
Isritish mail seizures. Protesting anew, 
Count Wrangel wrote that “the King's 
fovernmert are pleased to believe that 
the day will come when Great Britaia, 
as well as the other belligerent pow- 
ers of the present day, will be grate- 
ful to Sweden that rhe has not thought 
it right to become a party—even pas- 
sionately——-to the brushing aside of 
concluded treaties and the rules of in- 
ternational law, which may at a later 
date regain their value for them.” 

Says Charge Unwarranted. 

Foreign Minister Grey replied that 
this charge was one “unusual in dip- 
lomatic documents, and on behalf of 
Hiis Majesty's government I must re- 
pudiate it in the strongest and most 
categorical manner as altogether un- 
warranted.” 

The foreign minister further de- 
fended the seizures as being justified 
under the doctrine of continuous voy- 
age. He said while he was absolutely 
confident that all claimants would re- 
ceive justice in the British prize courts, 
he nevertheless would be glad to lis- 
fen to representations, including a set 
Uement by arbitration after the war. 
This proposition ultimately wes ac- 
cepted, only to be upset, as already 
indicated, And now both Sweden and

London, Aug. 24—On the Somme 
front in the neighborhood of Guille- 
mont the Germans last night launched 
a strong attack in an effort to regain 
lost ground, ‘Tho official statement is- 
sued here today says the attack was 
repulsed after a severe struggle in 
which the Germans sustained heavy 
losses, 

‘The announcement follows: 

“Last night strenuous enemy efforts 
to regain his lost ground between the 
Guillemont station and quarry made 
after a severe bombardment which be- 
an at 8.46 o'clock failed after a strong 
infantry attack had reached our para- 
pets at places. 

Losses Were Heavy. 

“After a chort struggle at. attack 
was repulsed completely everywhere 
with heavy losses to the enemy 

“The enemy delivered a further in- 
tense bombardment at 12.30 o'clock 
this morning, but no other infantry aa- 
eaults materialized, 

Near Hohengollern redoubt the ene- 
my shelled our lines heavily and at- 
tempted to raid, which failed com- 
pletely. 

“In a raid which we carried out 
rorthwest of Labarse we entered the 
enemy's trenches,” 

French Give No Ground, 

Paris, Aug. 24—After un intense 
bombardment ‘of the Soyecourt woods 
the Germans attacked with grenades 
the French positions south of the 
Somme last night, but without avail, 
ys today's war offica statement.

Dublin, Aug. 24 (via London)—At 


the continuation today of the inquiry 
into the shooting without trial during 
the rebellion last spring of F. Sheehy 
Skeffington, Fred McIntyre and Thos, 
Dickson, Sir John Simon, chairman of 
the commission conducting the investi- 
gation read a report made by Capt, 
Bowen-Colthurst, who ordered the exe- 
cution of the three men. The report 
was made after the arrest of the cap- 
tain, who subsequently was found 
guilty but insane by the court martixl, 
The captain reported he did not he- 
Neve the guardroom to be a safe place 
for such ‘“dosperate men" as Skeffing- 
ton, Dickson and McIntyre, He said he 
had heard six hundred Germans were 
marching on Dublin, Believing he had 
the power under martial law, he or- 
fered the shooting of the three men, 
though he referred to it as a terrible 
duty. 

Adjutant Morgan testified there was 
nothing incriminating in the docu- 
ments found on the prisoners, A state- 
ment made by Capt. Bowen-Colthurst 
that the documents showed they were 
Cangerous men was not true, the wit- 
ness, said, at least so far as the pa- 
pers ho saw were concerned, 

The commiasion ruled against rais- 
ing the question of Capt. Bowen-Col- 
thurst’s sanity. -

Untouched by the 
devastating frosts which were general 
through central Alberta the pioneers 
of this district have enjoyed perfect 
weather conditions for growing and 
ripening the grain, 

When the boat arrived from Fort 
Vermilion this morring the travellers 
were surprised to hear of -+he damage 
done by the frost in this district and 
upon the Grande Prairie, for when 
they left Fort Vermilion all cutting 
was to a large extent completed and 
the wheat was ready for the thresher, 

Damage Not so Serious 

While there is no doubt that con- 
siderable damage has been done, still 
the extent was not so great as first 
reports would indicate. The frost 
seems to touch the country in streaks, 
some places being badly frozen while 
only a few miles away there would be 
a strip of country not touched, where 
No. 1 hard will be the rule rather than 
the exception, 

The frost is described by old timers 
of the district as a freak in many 
ways, the most unusual feature being 
that it came from the West, the re- 
gions nearer the mountains being the 
greatest sufferers, As a rule the frost 
follows a northeasterly rain storm, but 
in this instance it came unaccom- 
panied by rain, and from the West. 
Immediately in the vicinity of Peace 
River but comparatively little damage 
has been done, Dunvegan and Spirit 
River districts escaped very well, but 
Grande Prairie and Vanrena were 
hard hit, the damage being conser- 
vatively placed at ninety per cent,

Mean- 
time, the Mail might vindicate the 
practicability of its proposal by 
stirring up the Ministers to punish 
public officials who have been 
swindling the farmers by over- 
valuing farm implements, so as to 
increase the duty payable on them. 
If it should be a jail offence to rob 
the consumer, some sort of punish- 
ment should surely be coming to 
the official who helps rob the 
producer.
